TI may be an Hypocrite 
and entertain the firſt, yet where the 
firſt ſort are defult from the Body, 
the Soul is wholly ſcqueſtred from 
the ſecond : For,as where ho Leafes, 
no Fruit; ſo where no Requifites 
moral , no ſpirieual. TI therefore 
commend unto you, in the firſt place, 
certain Requiſites- moral, as an honor 
ro your lives, and no ſmall hopes of 
yourhappy- deaths. 
The firſt Requiſire moral ſhall be 
Diſcretion, This doth adorn, and 
exccedingly a Chriſtians converſati- 
on; it 1s not enough to have Wir, but 
diſcretion, the one waits upon the in- 
genious man , the other 'upon-the 
ſage 
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ſageandigrave man This ts he who 
weighs his words in the ballance of 
the SanQuary z gravity ſits in his 
countenance, filence hath put to 
fight ſcurrility z and as for his hearr, 
it is oft meditating upon thoſe words 
of the Apoſtle, Avoid jeaſting which is 
not comely, All is not forbid, yer all 
of that fore, which ſtab Chaſtiry, 
affright Civility, ſmell of Scurrylity. 
Such jeaſts which ſ{tnell more of Wir, 
then Grace, of which the owner is in 
travel, and when the bitth is brought 
our, it isa fool, a phancy ſelf plea- 
fing an idle brain,of which its Maſter . 
may crack, bur it cracks his credit, 
and makes him accounted of, for one 
who is all words, all wind, and a va- 
por preſently vaniſhes. Idcfire we 
may all affect Diſcretion; tongue 
Diſcrerion, ro ſeaſon our fayings 
with falr, Colo.

The ſecond Requifizce moral, is, 
Humane Compaſsion, to have a fellow 
feeling of others miſeries, and to lay 
to heart what they have ſuffered. 
This is a vertue doth mightily adorn 
a Chriſtians converſation : ſee there- 
fore, if thou canſt eſpy this morning- 
ſtar, in the day-break of thy life, it is 
a fign of an happy ſan-ſcr at the clo- 
ſare of thy death. In this Ile, this 
virtue hath many obje&s. but few 
owners; for never was their more 
cauſe to pitty, yet where is the good 
Samaritan, hath ſhowen the leaſt 
compaſhon 2 many have been rob'd 
and deadly wounded, yer who hath 
poured in Oyl and Wine, Wine to 
Cleanſe, Oyl to heal, the perſecuted, 
F5 their 
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their comforters. T ſpeak not of all] 
but of the moſt of all, arclike 7ob's 
friends,” they add forrow” ro their 
eriefs; "and though others have fil'd 
their mouthes with the'ſwett, they 
give the oppreſſed leave rotake their 
fill of the Core **Whar is_ all bro- 
cherly compaſſion fled from among 
men ? it could never be, 'were not the 
devils come among us in mens like- 
neſs. To ſee the Peta iour of one 
rowards another, would almoſt'per- 
ſwade me there were Engliſh Can- 
nabals,” and that we' were ſo far from 
erue Chriſtians, that ſhort of many 
Heathens. I read ofa Roman Cap- 
tain, who having conquered Syracs- 
ſa, when he ſaw the exceſſive ſpoil 
and bloody maſſacres, the Heathen 
Capr.in fell a weeping ; cannot we 
paralel the ſpoil , and overcount for 
blood. fince ſcarce an Hambler in our 
Land, bur hath been Dycd in blood ; 
yer where is the Officer at Arms, or 
holy Zelot,that cries out for the divi-

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fions of Reuben, Fndz. 5. 15. forthe 
diviſions of Levi are greargriefs of 
hearr, Thar Judge. is for ever fa- 
moized, who never paſt ſentence of 
death, but wept, he wepr for that the 
MalefaGtors deſerved to dye: Is ir 
not high time then, to mourn for the 
ſuffering of honeſt men. When judge- 
ment begins at Gods own houſe 
and not onely -the Pinnicles fall, 
bur the Pillers are pulled up by the 
Roots. Ir isa fſigne of a reprobate 
people to remain inſenfible, whac 
then, to makea ſcoff and ſcorn to. ſee 
the Sun darkned, the Moo: eclipſed, -. 
and the Stars dim'd of their light 2 
Ler me tell you, when Nature will 
not work. upon mans AfﬀecRions, 
Grace is affraid to viſit his heart , and: 
HI ſhew no commilcrating love: ro 
my afflicted brother, neither dwelleth' 
the love of God in me. 'Tocom- 
paſſionate rhe diſtreſſed, is the dimi- 
nitive of love; I1 may. disburſs' of 
this, withour dammage ;; this kinde 
of 
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of love is little more then lip labour: 
And yet what a fad caſe for ſo many 
chouſands of ſufferers, and ſcarce ſo 
much ſaid, as God help thews.

a Leſſon of Moderation, When 
your Aﬀions make Proclamation, 
you are further. off Heaven, than an 
Ingean, then you are as nigh Hell as 
the devil. Andif a Brate, led by 
Senſe, can eſchew exceſs, Reaſon hath 
got a mortal maim, that can keep no 
Decorum. Thus whileſt thou keep- 
eſt no Mean, thou art of a lower 
ſtature then an Heathen, yea, leſs to 
be reputed then a Brute, Thou 
loſzſt thy glory when thou parteſt 
with Sobriety, but thou winneſt thy 
credit and keep to it, it is ſuch a 
Jewel, as Califtenes, an Heathen, will 
not put to the hazzard for fix hun- 
dred Crowns ; no not drink off the 
great Cup called Alexander, Though 
Alexander the GRE A T command 
him.
